Charles C. Casey was at the bat 
with a long iron poker when a man 
whom he took to be a Raffles drove 
up to his flat at 1517A Cora avenue 
in an automobile at 11:45 p. m. Thurs- 
day, and entered the house without 
knocking, while a supposed Bunny 
waited for him in the machine outside. 

The automobilists whom Casey had 
mistaken for burglars were arrested.

Casey looked over the banister and 
saw one of the automobilists cautiously 
creeping up the stair.. Running to the 
kitchen, Casey got the poker. His sis- 
ter, aroused by the opening of the door 
and a vision ef her brother running 
through the hall, started to scream. 

When Casey returned to tha stairway 
the intruder was on the top step. 

“What do you want?" asked Casey. 

“Just dropped in,"’ said the stranger.

stairs and kept on going through the 
glass door. The man in the automobile

McCombs, and an 
American. Seven mauser rifles were 
captured in this charge. 

One_Insurrecto Killed. 

The Federals numbered 825, according 
to their own announcement. The in- 
lata. The 
Mexican soldiers were cornmmanded by 
Gen. Luque and Col. Dorantes, the in- 
surrectos by Torribo Otega and Emilio 
Salgado. : 

It is impossible to estimate the num- 
ber of killed tonight. The bodies of 
eight soldiers have been etripped of 
their weapons, but many more were 
carried off the field. Only one insur- 
recto, Emilio Lopez, was killed. 

The main soldiers withdrew a mile 
from their position and camped. To- 
night the insurrectos are moving to a 
better position and there is frequent 
firing between outposts. 

Customs Inspector Tom Perrine and 
Lee Brigsby were fired upon by Ma us- 
ers and their pack horses were shot. 
During the fight, Deputy Marshal Eu- 
gene Warrén disarmed several refuges. 
Capt. Willias has notified Gen. Luque 
there must be no more firing across the

Al- 
most his first act was to segregate the 
homeless children from the incorrigibles. 

Reformation by music was one of his 
pet ideas. ‘tie obtained permission to 
buy a number of musical instruments 
and to organize a boys’ band. After a 
year of tedious work the boys were so 
well drilled that they were able to ap- 
pear in public concerts. The band has 
since been in demand for public and of- 
ficial functions, not only fn St. Louis, 
but in many parts of the State. 

So successful was the first band that 
Richartison organized a second one. It 
is said that 80 boys fn the Industrial 
School have received musical training. 
Last Tuesday the first band gave a 
concert in the City Hall rotunda. 

Every week Richardson met the moth- 
ers of his charges in the Mayor's of- 
fice, told about their children and gave 
advice to them. Frequently, when the 
women had been deserted by their hus- 
bands, he compelled the men to return 
to their wives. 

Richardson is a grandson of former 
Gov. A. A. King of Missouri and a 
great-grandson ef John Sevier, the cele- 
brated pathfinder of Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee.

CHASM BY POLICE 


Animal Escaped From Stock Car 
Charges Mounted Patrol- 
man Near Park. 


Out of the mist of Friday’s dawn a 
vague and bulky shape loomed suddenly 
upon the vision of Mounted Patrolman 
Hutton, who was riding along the rail- 
road yards south of Forest Park. - His 
horse, at sisht and smell of the ap- 
parition, shied snd snorted. 

“Quiet, Jim,’’ commanded the police- 
man, peering into the fog. ‘‘Why it’s 
nothing but a cow,”’ he added, and called 
coaxingly: ‘‘Soo, bossie!’’ 

Bossie, revealing a pair of herns 
spreading five feet from tip to tip, 
and two red, wicked eyes, abruptly 
lunged at the horse and bellowed hoarse- 
ly. Hutton, by a short turn, evaded 
the attack,'and a steer went charging 
by, headed for the Market line tracks. 

Hutton set out in pursuit. The steer 
galloped across the car tracks and 
went through the brush of Forest 
Park, while the policeman found him- 
self forced to play the role of a cow- 
boy.

' He hastened to the Mounted sta- 
tion and got a rope, which he noosed

Policeman Walsh was busied on the 
lawn, when he heard a ioud snort be- 
hind him. Wheeling about, he found 
himself the target of a charge by 2 

‘arsome animal, with wide-spread 
horns, lowered head and upright tail. 
The policeman, drawing his club, 
jumped aside, and with the grace and 
skill of a banderillero in a Spanish 
bullfight, prodded the steer in the 
neck as the animal plunged by him. 

With a bellow, the animal turned and 
raced for the golf links of the Triple 
A, where Hutton -overtook -it: —Ilhe--po- 
liceman, attempting to whirl the lasso 
over his head, became entangled in the 
rope, which fell in loops about himself. 

By this time severai policemen on foot 
arrived from the Mounted Station. By 
shouting and waving their arms they 
drove the steer across a ravine in the 
volf links, on the other side of which 
the animal turned at bay. 

Real Cowboy Called. 

At.9:30 a. m. Capt. O’Brien was in- 
formed that the steer was on one side 
of the ravine and Hutton on the other, 
and that they were trying to stare 
each other out of cOuntenance across 
the chasm, which neither ventured to 
cross. . 

Capt. O’Brien telephoned to the St. 
Louis Dressed Beef Co. for a real cow- 
boy to assist the impromptu one in uni- 
form. It was learned later that the 
steer*@scaped from a stock car at For- 
sythe Junction, while the cattle were 
being unloaded. 

When the cowboys arrived, for three- 
quarters of an hour they chased the 
animal around the grounds, making at- 
tempt after attempt to rope him: Fear- 
ing that the steer would finally get off 
the grounds and out into the city, Capt.

JIM CROW LAW IS 
UPHELD IN COURT 


St. Louis Judges Pass on Okla- 
homa Provision and Rule 
Against Negroes. 


The United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, in a decision handed down Fri- 
Gay, upholds the constitutionality ef 
the Jim Crow lawof Oklahoma. The 
opinion was written by Judge Adams 
and concurred in by Judge Hook. Judge 
Sanborn, presiding judge of the court, 
dissénted. 

The law requires atinntitn to have 
separate cars for whites and negroes 
and also attendant accommodations sep- 
arate,: though equal. Five Oklahoma 
negroes sued to enjoin the railroads 
from complying with the act of the 
Legislature on the ground that it vi- 
olated the fourteenth amendment and 
was in conflict with Intérstate Com- 
merce laws. 

Judge Adams’ opinion was emphatic. 
HH esaid that the question was not 
even an open one, and that discussion 
on it was foreclosed by an existing de- 
ciston of the United States Supreme 
Court. holding that though the four- 
teenth amendment gave political equal- 
ity to the negroes, it was not intended 
to abolish distinctions based. on color 
or to enforce social as distinguished 
from political equality.

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TAFT FORESEES. 
SWEEPING GAINS 
BY RECIPROUITY 


Executive at National Corn Ex- 
position Cites Benefits to 
Come to Farmer. 





By Associated Press. 

COLUMBUS, O., Feb. 10.—Reciprocity 
with Canada will benefit the entire 
United States, farmer, manufacturer, 
railroad company, middie man, ware- 
house man. This was the declaration 
made by President Taft in an address 
here today at _ National Corn Expo- 
sition. 

While his ha was devoted espe- 
cially to showing that the farmer had 
nothing to fear, but much to gain, he 
attempted to prove aise that all the oth- 
er interests of the country would be 
benefitted by the proposed reciprocity. 
He said in part: 

“The temptation to destroy competi- 
tion by combinations became 80 great 
that the Republican party in its plat- 
form modified its policy and imposed 
the HMmitation that the tariff should be 
limited for purposes of protection to the 
difference between the cost of produc- 
tion in this country and the cost of pro- 
duction abroad, with an allowance as a 
reasonable profit to the American pro- 
ducer. 

“The principle of production thus stat- 
ed takes away the justification for any 
tariff whatever by way of protection, 
on articles imported from a country 
where conditions as te labor and other 
circumstances are the same as in ours 
and thus makes the cost of production 
substantially the same. 

“Canada is our neighbor on the north 
for 3000 miles. Her population is En- 
glish, Scotch and French. Her soil is 
like ours. Her traditions are the same 
as ours. Her language is ours. Her 
climate is temperate like ours, except 
that her growing seasons are shorter 
and she cannot raise corn in any great 
quantities. 


“She has a free popular government, 


with’a wage-earning class as intelligent 
and as well paid as ours. It is difficult 
to see in what respect her farmers have 
any advantage whatever over our own, 
except a virgin soil in the far North- 
west, 

“The greatest reason for adopting 
this agreement is the fact that it is go- 
ing to unite two countries with kindred 
people and laying together across a 
wide continent, in a commercial and 
social union to the great advantage of 
both. Such a result does not need to be 
justified by a nice balancing of pecuni- 
ary profit to each. 

“Tf the argument as to 
effect of admitting the 
Canadian Northwest to our markets 
upon the values of our farm land is 
correct, then the opening of lands in 
Kansas, Nebraska, and the two Dako- 
tas. in the two decades from 1890*'to 
1910 should have had a similar effect 
upon the land of the older states. 

“The United States obtained for the 
farmers the free listing of such im- 
portant agricultural products as cotton 
seed of], all Minds of fruits and vege- 
tables, timothy and clover seeds, eggs 
and numerous other products in which 
the movement to Canada from the Unit- 
4d States is much greater than from 
Canada to the United States. 

“Let the agreement be adopted and go 
into operation and in six months the 
farmers on the, border who now have 
fears will rejoice in this great step 
toward closer bustness and social re- 
lations with our neighbors. The whole 
country—farmer, manufacturer, railroad 
companies, middle man, warehouse man 
—all will be the gainer.”’

= |MAN IS SHOT 
WHILE IN HOME 
COOKING A MEAL 


James McKeough Declares That 
He Does Not Know Who 
His Assailant Is. 








James McKeough, 2% years old and 
separated from his wife, was cooking @ 
midnight meal on a gas stove in his 
room on the third floor of 816 North 
Seventeenth street at 11:30 p. m. Thurs- 
day when an unidentified assailant en- 
tered the room and shot him in the left 
side, shattering his hip. 

Sergt. Ward and Patrolmen Kane,and 
Barry, standing a block away. heard the 
shot and ran to McKeough’s room. They 
found him lying on the floor, his head 
resting against the base of the gas 
stove. Jesse Kelly, occupant of the 
room adjoining that of McKeough, was 
standing near the wounded man when 
the police entered. 

One of the patrolmen accompanied 
McKeough to the city hospital, while the 
sergeant and the other patrolman: in- 
spected the premises. Three cartridges 
were lying on the floor of McKeough’s 
room, four cartridges were found in 
Kelly’s room and an empty and recently 
discharged revolver of 44 caliber, the 
Same as the cartridges, was found in a 


gangway at the side of the house direct- 


ly beneath McKeough’s window. 


Roemer Ig Questioned. 

Kelly, who is 31 years old, was taken 
¢o the Carr Street Station and questioned 
by Lieut. Nolte. He said he had known 
McKeough for nine years and had in- 
duced him to move into the Seventeenth 
street rooming house two weeks ago. He 
himself had roomed at the place for sev- 
eral months, he said. 

“I was awakened by a shot,” he said, 

“and as I sat up in bed I heard foot- 
steps retreating down the stairs leading 
from the third floor. I did not realize 
what had occurred until I heard Mo- 
Keough groaning in his room. I ran 
to his assistance and the policemen ar- 
rived a few minutes later.”’ 

At the city hospital McKeough insist- 
ed he did not knew who had shot him. 
He said he and Kelly were the best of 
friends. 


“The man who shot me was six feet 


tall and wore a dark overcoat,” he 
said. “I cannot describe hig face, as 
he fired at me the moment I turned 
and saw him entering my room. I am 
sure I never saw him before. What 
motive he may have had for shooting 
me I do not know.” 

The police are ef. the opinion that 
McKeough does know who shot him and 
that he is shielding the assailant. They 
say the presence of the revolver in the 
gangway beneath McKeough’s window 
indicates the weapon was thrown there 
from McKeough’s room. Had the as- 
sailant ‘escaped by running from the 
house, they say, he would not have 
chosen the gangway as a route, ag that 
leads to the front sidewalk, where he 
would have been detected. He could 
have gone through a small yard and 
escaped by way of the alley, they argue.

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Everett Mack's giant strength saved 
his fe Thursday afternoon when his 
clothes caught on a revolving shaft “4 
the Beall Brothers’ shovel fastory, 4 
Alton. 

By bracing himself, his feet on a lad- 
4 der ‘and his hands against the rigid rod 
_ <=>  guspended from the ceilirig te hold the 
; revolving shaft, Mack kept his body 

away from it, although his jumper, 

shirt and undershirt were stripped from 
his body and torn inte shreds. 

Mack is electrician and belt man in 
the factory. He had climbed a ladder 
20 feet to the roof to throw a belt over 
a wheel on the revolving shaft when 
the accident occurred. Below, the belt 
connected with an emery wheel, and 
Mack was to set this in operation. 

Operates Many Machines. 

The long revolving shaft operates 
many machines in the room: It is sus- 
pended ori heavy rodg from the ceiling,a 
rod being set near each of the wheels, 
ever which belts are slipped. Beside 
each rod, on the opposite side from the 
wheel, is a meta] collar to keep the re- 
velving shaft from slipping. These col- 
lars are held fast with sef screws. 

As Mack leaned from the ladder to 

slip the belt into place, the breeze cre- 
ated by the whirling shaft caught his 
blue jumper and whipped it against the 
get screws. It caught there. 
/ Mack had put one hand against the 
supporting rod as he-ledned over. As 
the rod turned ahd drew him toward it 
he reinforced that hand with the other, 
planted his feet firmly on the ladder, 
and exerted all] the strength of his 
powerful back and shoulders to keep 
from being drawn into the machinery. 

The sound of rending cloth told other 
employes below of Mack’s plight, but 
they could do nothing more than gather 
at the foot of the ladder and watch with 

. staring eyes as he matched his muscle 
against the power of the shaft. 
’ Clething Torn to Shreds. 

The blue jumper was torn into shreds, 
and the shaft, like a hungry thing of 
life, gnawed at Mack’s shirt and under- 
clethes: The cloth, pulling against his 
straining shoulder muscles, bruised and 
cut them. The struggle continued sev- 
eral minutes. At its conclusion Mack 
was naked from the waist up. He was 
perspiring and trembling, and had to 
be helped down the ladder. . 

“Tl thought toward the last that 1 
wasn’t going to be able to hold out,” 
he said Friday. “As the clothes were 
pulled against my back and shoulders 
it felt as though they were tearing the 
flesh, and I wondered if it would hurt 
‘much more than that when the shaft 
got me.

Dr. George Homan Urges Ex- 
amination of Restaurant Chefs 
by the City. 


lees 





Dr. George Homan, a member of the 
Executive Committee ofthe St. Louis 
Society of Social Hygiene, believes that 
waiters and chefs in hotels, clubs and 
restaurants should be subjected to med- 
‘ical examination before being allowed 
to accept service. He is in favor, he 
says, of a city ordinance putting the 
work of inspection on the Health De- 
partment. 

Dr. Homan and his associates believe 
the same idea will be advocated by Dr. 
Winfield Scott Hall, professor of physi- 
ology at the Northwestern University 
Medical School, Chicago, in addresses 
he is to deliver here beginning Friday. 
The lectures will be under the auspices 
of the society and the Y. M. C. A. 

That waiters often spread contagious 
diseases through thoughtlessness or 
recklessness is Dr. Homan’s contention. 
Fhysicians, accustomed to diagnosing 
such diseases at a glance, are .more 
clearly aware of the danger than the 
layman, he says. He commented on 
cases he had seen in his professional 
career. 

Supervision Necessary. 

The spread of disease through this 
source can be abated only by S&trict 
medical supervision of such employes, 
he says. The inspections should be 
made at irregular periods, when mem- 
bers of the Health Department think 
them necessary, in his opinion. 

Cancer, consumption or diphtheria

THE VOICE OF MISSOURI. 

The Post-Dispatch congratulates Senator Fran- 
cis M. Wilson on the vigor and straightforward- 
ness of the resolutions requesting President Taft 
to conyene Congress in extra session immediately 
after March 4. The people of Missouri are also 
to be congratulated on this occasion. 

The Genera] Assembly can make no better con- 
tribution to the general welfare than to follow 
the strong leadership of Senator Wilson in this 
matter. A firm demanu from Missouri that Con- 
gress be cajled together for the purpose of untax- 
ing the necessaries of life must have weight. It 
is not following New York, New Jersey and Indi- 
ana to add Missouri’s voice to the growing de- 
mand; it is leading sentiment in the West. Mr. 
Taft is proud that he received Missouri's elec- 
toral vote. He considers it almost his greatest 
triumph. He cannot fail to be impressed if the 
representatives of the same people who favored 
him, give earnest expression to a desire which is 
plainly that of the vast majority of Missourians. 

The resolutions are a forcefu! statement of the 
patent facts. Republican responsibility for tariff 
extortions, Republican pledges to allay them, 
failure to redeem the pledges, resultant popular 
discontent and chastisement at the polls form in 
eloquent sequence the tale of the high cost of 
living’s influence on public sentiment. 

In no state will Mr. Taft find a better example 
of it; nowhere will he find a more striking in- 
stance of the power of broken pledges of tariff 
reform to influence political results. He will find 
no clearer expression of grievances and demands 
than in Senator Wilson’s resolutions. It is the 
voice of Missouri. 
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As previously remarked, St. Louis would have 
to pay $2,227,342 toward a new capitol anyway, 
but then, that would be under compulsion. 
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ART IN ST. LOUIS. 

At the dinner given in his honor at the St. 
Louis Club deserved tributes were paid to Dr. 
Halsey C. Ives, director of the St. Louis Museum, 
for his long and fruitful service to the public in 
the cause of art. An artist himself, Dr. Ives has 
devoted nearly the whole of the 40 years he has 
spent in St. Louis to the promotion of art interests 
and to the task of creating for the people the op- 
portunity to study and enjoy the fine arts. It 
has been a service of love. Not only his highest 
capacity, his time and energy, but his private 
means have been given to the work. 

It was through his inspiration and direction 
that the Crow Memorial Museum was created and 
stocked for the benefit of the public. He origi- 
nated and nurtured the St. Louis School of Art. 
It was through his carefully laid plans as City 
Councilman and as head of the Art Department 
of the World’s Fair that the city obtained from 
the Exposition managem:nt the beautiful Museum 
of Art in Forest Park. It is due to his intelli- 
gent work that the Museum contains the finest 
collection of American sculpture in the world, 
and the foundation of a splendid collection of 
paintings and other art works. 

But Mr. Ives’ labors have not been confined to 
St. Louis. It is difficult to estimate the influence 
of his work when as head of the Art Depart- 
ment of the Chicago Exposition he gathered the 
first representative art collection fn this country. 
Of his efforts at our own World’s Fair Mr. Skiff, 
director of exhibits, and now at the head of the 
Chicago Field Museum, said he brought together 
“the greatest collection of paintings and sculp- 
tures in the history of expositions” and that he 
was “the only man who could do it.” The re- 
sults of these exhibitions in awakening the art 
spirit and cultivating the love of art in this 
country are inestimable. Many men have helped 
Dr. Ives in these achievements, with labor and 
means, but his was the inspiring spirit, the guid- 
ing intelligence and the motive energy. 

But what Dr. Ives has accomplished with the 
co-operation of St. Louis and St. Louisans should 
be only the prelude to greater achievement. He 
has larger plans for the Museum. He has de- 
signed a comprehensive exposition of the develop- 
ment of the arts from the first beginnings to the 
present. If the plans were adequately carried out 
St. Louls would be the Mecca of art students and 
art lovers. It remains for St. Louisans to supply 
the moral support and material resources neces- 
sary to the realization of these visions.

CULLOM ON ILLINOIS’ HONOR. 

The people of Illinois have never been guilty 
of a dishonest action.

Both State and people are above corruption in 
Illinois and they ought both to be above the 
suspicion of it. Yet Senator Cullom says: “The 
honor and integrity of my State have been 
brought into question.” 

He supposes that this has resulted from the ex- 
posure of corruption in the election of Lorimer 
to the United States Senate. That is his worst 
mistake in a long political career. Regardless 
of his opinion in the case of Lorimer, he has seen 
much political crime in Illinois and in other 
States, since he entered politics. But in Illinois, 
in whole and part, it was not the crime of IIli- 
nois but crime against the State and against the 
people. So it has been in every other State. No 
man in politics becomes a statesman except as he 
makes the distinction between the honor of his 
State and the dishonor of political crimes com- 
mitted against it by its enemies. 
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The House has passed Hobson’s bill to punish 
spying around fortifications or coast defenses. 
This puts us in the competition for bits of news 
that are stock in France and Germany.

What Mr. Emory Said. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


Will you permit me to correct certain misstate- 


ments and deductions in your editorial of the}, 


6th inst., headed “Employers’ Liability Act.” Mr. 
Jas. A. Emory did not say, nor by any process 
of reasoning can his remarks be-contorted into 
meaning “that from the experiences of Germany 
and England with such laws we can learn noth- 
ing.” On the contrary, he said, “We can’t Ger- 
manize or Anglicize or Frenchify our Govern- 
ment; we don’t want to do that; we are proud of 
our national] individuality; we want to remain 
what we are, Americans with our notions, our 
theories, our principles of government, our tra- 
ditions, our mode of thought and conditions of 
life, but we can adopt the methods of other 
countries and profit by their experience.” 

The whole burden of Mr. Emory’s speech and 
that of everyone else who spoke at this meeting 
was that the present system was wasteful, un- 
satisfactory and in need of change, and that profit- 
ing by the experience of other nations we should 
take what was good in their system of laws and

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reject that which experience abroad had proved 
unsatisfactory. Mr. Emory voiced the sentiment, | 
as advocating constructive measures by the vari-_ 
ous state legislatures for a system of workmen’s | 
compensation of the the Citizens’ Industria] As- 
sociation of St. Louls, the National Association of 
Manufacturers. 

Legislation of this importance should not be 
undertaken hastily, but only after a_ thorough 
investigation of what has been accomplished else- 
where for the purpose of making the experience 
of other countries a guide to our own, under our 
form of government, the limitations of our state 
and national constitutions and squaring with our 
economic life. 

That the Nationa] Association of Manufacturers 
has taken a broad view of the question of work- 
mens’ compensation and employers’ liability acts 
is best shown by the fact that they sent Mr. 
Emory and Mr. Schwedtman abroad last year for 
the sole and single purpose of studying legislation, 
particularly in Germany and England, and that 
these gentlemen devoted continuously four months 
tu this work. 

It is neither fair to them, to the organization 
they represent nor to others who are investigating 
the subject to impugn the motives of the investi- 
gators and the organizations behind them until 
a full and complete report is presented and a 
definite program of legislation advocated. 

The article published in your paper is calculated 
to mislead the casual reader, and it is for this 
reason that I have taken the liberty of writing 
you at such great length, and also because the 
subject is one of the most important before the 
American people today.

Gov. Hadley Corrects a Mistake. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

My attention has ben called to an article in your 
paper of Feb. 6, in which the statement is made 
that Mr. J. Lionberger Davis of St. Louis has 
“ventured the opinion” that I was in favor of 
spending 10 years in investigating the question 
of changes in the employers’ HMability and work- 
men’s compensation act. 

Mr. Davis writes me to the effect that he never 
made any such statement, and my public utter- 
ances upon this subject, many of which have been 
published in your paper, are so at variance with 
this position that I am at a loss to understand 
how such an erroneous impression should have 
been entertained or expressed by anyone. 

Last October I appointed a commission composed 
of some of the leading citizens of the State, rep- 
resentatives of organized labor, employers of labor 
and various public officials who had had occasion 
to familiarize themselves with this subject, in 
the hope that they would be able to agree upon 
a law doing away with some of the archaic de- 
feonses which still obtain in our jurisprudence in 
actions for damages by employes for injuries re- 
ceived in the course of their occupations, and also 
for some effective method by which employer and 
employe could agree upon compensation to be rey 
ceived in case of such injuries. This commission, 
after several meetings and considerable time spent 
in the investigation of the subject, made a report 
to me, which I expect to soon transmit to the 
Legislature, to the effect that they had not been 
able within the time avaflable to agree upon any 
such plan of legislation, but recommended that 
the Legislature provide by law for a commission 
to investigate this subject. Attention was called 
to the fact that states like New York, Wisconsin 
and Illinois had provided for such commissions 
which had spent several years in investigating 
these questions, and in the latter two no agree- 
ment has yet been reached as to a proper plan of 
legislation. 

Various changes in the factory inspection laws 
and laws regulating the labor of women and chil- 
dren were, however, recommended and are now 
pending béfore the Legislature. 

I have also caused to be introduced in the Gen- 
eral Assembly a law charging the lability of the 
employer in certain hazardous occupations, and I 
am in hopes that this session of the Legislature 
will, at least, make some advance in the working 
out of a proper solution of this question. Very

Treaty Favored as Means of Es- 


caping Paper Manufacturers’ 
Combine. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Canadian 
reciprocity as the sole means ef relief 
for the great newspapers of the country 
from the oppressive exactions of paper 
manufacturers was forcefully urged 
upon the Ways and Means Committee 
of the House by John Norris, chair- 
man of the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association, and Don C. Seitz, 
business manager ef the New York 
World. , 

Norris, who said he appeared as the 
representative of 301 of the largest 
daily newspapers in the United States, 
which together pay more than $65,000,000 
a year for news print paper. He com- 
mended the proposed Canadian reci- 
procity pact as the greatest economic 
advance made by the United Stgtes in 
the present generation. He declared 
that the newspapers and their readers, 
‘the public, were vitally interested in 
the paper and pulp clause of the agree- 
ment, and urged the committee to ap- 
prove the clause. 

Seitz said in part: 

“On the basis of $4 a ton for white 
paper, which is the average cost to us 
now in the World office—we are under 
an old centract that bas another year 
yet to run—a 16-page paper exactly pays 
for itself in the amount we receive from 
the wholesaler who delivers it to the 
trade. In other words, we receive $5 a 
thousand copies for this morning news- 
paper of ours, and it is delivered by the 
news company, which in turn charges 
the newsdealer 10 cents a hundred copies 
for delivering it, and the newsdealer in 
turn sells it to the customer at one cent 
per copy, the smallest coin minted in 
the United States. 

“We sell our wares at a fixed price. 
That is one disadvantage that a news- 
paper is under in meeting this cost of 
material. We cannot raise in fractions 
as the man who ig selling our supplies 
to us can. 

“The paper manufacturers have an as- 
sociation that is absolutely ironclad. 
The business ig in the hands of compar- 
atively few, and they are closely allied. 
It is perfectly impossible to buy paper 
in the market—I know about this be- 
cause I buy 60,000 tons in a year—it is 
impossible to obtain a bid from any 
person except your own mill, and you 
cannot alwayg do that. 

“Our chief competitor in New York 
sent its ablest representative all over 
the United States last fall, seeking for 
bids on a magnificent order for white 
paper, and he was absolutely unable to 
get a single pound anywhere, or to get 
any pa»ver manufacturing concern that 
would bid for it. That is not due to the 
tariff, essentially; it fg due to combina- 
tion.’”

RADIUM SUBSTITUTE 
IS DECLARED FOUND 


BERLIN, Feb. 10.—The newspapers 
announce the end of the radium fam- 
ine. They say that Prof. Otto Hahn 
of Berlin University has obtained an 
effective substitute and that in a few 
months the Academy of Science will be 
in possession of 250 milligrams, which 
it will lend to Investigators. 

The new radio-active matter is a by- 
product of the manufacture of thorium 
gas mantles and has been named by 
its discoverer mesothorium. In combi- 
nation with thorium it is a white salt 
with the same radio-active properties as 
the corresponding salt of radium, al- 
though the latter costs thrice as much. 

It is said that Germany alone can 
produce 10 grams of the mesothorium 
salt a. year, equal to the entire world’s 
present supply of radium salt.

UN OF JURIST 
CONTESTS NUIt 
AS GAMING DEBT 


Mother of Man Who Lost at 
Poker Recently Aided East St. 
Louis Gambling Crusade. 


On the plea that the money involved 
represents a gambling debt, Jay F. Vick- 
ers, an East St. Louis attorney, son of 
Judge Alonzo K. Vickers, Chief Justice 
of the Illinois Supreme Court, refused 
to pay a note for $58.75 when suit was 
brought in Justice Bell’s court’ Thurs- 
day afternoon. Bell has taken the mat- 
ter under advisement. 

The action was brought by Morris 
Sternberger, manager of the Empire 
Furniture Store, who received the note: 
from Vickers in exchange for a check 
which was uttered by Vickers to the 
“‘banker’’ in a poker game. 

According to one of the men in the 
game, Vickers and several others met 
at a private residence on the night of 
Nov. 9. At the conclusion of the game, 
Vickers tendered a check for $658.75, 
written in pencil, promising to write 
another chéck in ink.the next day. The 
criginal check fell into Sternberger’s 
hands and it is said Vickers gave the 
second check in return for the one in 
pencil. 

Sternberger says he sent it in to the 
Illinois State Trust Co. bank and it was 
returned marked ‘insufficient funds.’’ 
Sternberger told Vickers about it and, 
he asserts, Vickers gave a 30-day note 
for the amount Dec. 6. On Jan. 6, 
Sternberger says Vickers refused to pay 
it. The suit followed. 

Vickers pleaded his own case before 
Justice Bell. Mrs. A. K. Vickers, his 
mother, was one of the leaders in the 
recent campaign of the Law and Order 
League of East St. Louis against 
gambling.

Wheat Breaks on Fear of Ratifi- 
cation of Canadian 
Treaty. 





The elimination of an extensive short 
interest in the rise of the past two days 
made the wheat market vulnerable to 
bear selling Friday and prices shaded 
off after a steady opening. The pres- 
sure of offers came mostly from the pit 
element, who are still inclined to favor 
the selling side. 


Wheat sellers showed more confi- 
dence in the late market, on news 
from een regarding the re- 
Ciprocity bill, which, it was reported, 
was approved by the committee hav- 
ing it under consideration. The fact 
that the bill removes a full duty of 
25c a bushel on wheat is taken as 
distinctly bearish, apemens as Can- 
ada has been satikfied to sell her 
Srain on a cheaper basis than our 
prices. The passing of the treaty 
would permit unloading of the bond- 
e4 supplies now figuring in the vis- 
ible in this country, regardless of an 
export demand. It would also place 
in competition with our prices much 
of an annual yield that is steadily. 
increasing. Last year Canada raised 
over 100,000,000 bu of wheat and 132.,- 
000,000 bu in 1909. With our prices 
above theirs the removal of duty 
wculd attract much selling, especially 
with supplies so heavy in all direc- 
tions.
